N ew York, Oct. 13.—R. G. Dunn & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade, says: 
Business is still w aiting for the de­ 
velopment of retail trade. 
There is a 
little better demand in some indus­ 
tries, but not so good in others. Lower 
prices for the great farm staples and 
lower wages in some establishments 
hinder purchases for consumption, 
while political interest and uncer­ 
tainty also have some retarding influ­ 
ence. 
Meanwhile, large imports and 
small exports of merchandise, w ith in­ 
adequate employment for money here 
are raising the rates of foreign ex­ 
change so th at possibilities of gold ex­ 
ports somewhat affect the stock m ar­ 
ket. 
The government crop reports are not 
greatly trusted and yet have an in­ 
fluence., and actually exaggerate the 
tendency toward lower prices because 
they are supposed to report all the 
crops too low. 
Men calmly reckon 
th at if the government report indicates 
over 400,000,000 bushels of wheat the 
crop m ust be over 500,000,000 bushels, 
and

bushels. 
against 
6,335,*

year, 
and 
Atlantic 
ex­ 
ports only 
647,244 bushels, against 
900,564 last year, the price is slightly 
lower. Com has been stronger, for re­ 
ceipts are hardly a quarter and exports 
barely an eighth of last year, and the 
question is w hether the actual yield, if 
above the government estimate, may 
not prove lower than has been sup­ 
posed. The cotton returns are more 
confusing, but all point to a yield so 
far above th at indicated by the gov­ 
ernm ent th at its statem ent has been 
followed by a further decline for the 
week of one quarter. 
The receipts 
thus far hardly encourage extremely 
large estimates, and yet it is to be 
considered that- the crop was later 
than usual. 
The iron industry records larger pro­ 
duction in September than in any 
other m onth this year, but as prices 
are gradually weakening because of 
insufficient demand for finished pro­ 
ducts, some works are preparing to 
close or shorten time. 
The woolen mills still have numer­ 
ous belated orders for fall goods, but 
the demand for spring does not in­ 
crease, though in nearly all the lower 
priced products domestic makers appear 
able to command most of the business 
th at exists. 
Sales of wool have been 
4,877,949 pounds, against 2,500,452 last 
year and 7,090,600 in 1892, and prices 
are a shade weaker for fine fleece, Ohio 
XX selling a t 17% cents at Phidelphia. 
but combing and territory wool are 
steady. 
Failures for the week ending Oct. 4 
show liabilities of $1,714,276, of which 
$805,885 are of m anufacturing and $892,- 
391 of trading concerns. 
There have 
been 231 in the United States, against 
393 last year, and 43 in Canada, against 
42 last year. 


The Ohio Senator Gives His 
Views on 
the W hite M etal. 
Akron, Ohio. Oct. 13.—An enthusias­ 
tic audience greeted 
Senator John 
Sherman in Assembly hall last night. 
The senator confined himself chiefly to 
the tariff and silver. 
On the latter, 
recently brought into the place of 
prominence by the democratic state 
committee, he spoke with great posi­ 
tiveness, describing in detail the evils 
which he declared would result from 
free coinage. 
Among other tliiugs he 
said: “ I am a thorough believer in 
bimetallism. 
I believe that both gold 
and silver are necessary metals for 
coinage into money to measure the 
value of all other productions of hu­ 
man industry. 
But there must be 
some fixed ratio of value between the 
two metals. 
They must be standards 
of value not only for other productions 
but for each other. 
Every nation th at 
uses gold as its standard also uses 
silver for minor coins and regulates 
the value and number of these coins. 
Free coinage would debase our money, 
expel or hoard all our gold, im pair the 
security and redemption of our United 
States notes and national hank notes 
and place our credit and currency on 
the position of Brazil, Argentina and 
Mexico.*’
